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Here's an update to the situation, they will be removing old Intel compilers on their systems. The following email was
sent to NAS users:
FOR WHOM: All Columbia users

WHAT: Old/broken compilers will be removed from the system.

WHY: Intel no longer supports many of the older compilers, and
some versions of the compilers have bugs. To facilitate the move
to new versions of the operating systems, users need to move to
supported compilers. In addition, there is a need to make room

for new software and new applications.
WHEN: April 1, 2008.

IMPACT TO USERS: Users may have to switch to a different version

of the compiler.

Access to the following compilers will be restricted. Access must be
requested

and is available only to assist users in porting their code to a
supported compiler.

8.1.037 (add the fix for buffered i/o bug into the libraries)
9.1.039 (add the fix for buffered i/o bug into the libraries)

The following compilers are broken and should not be used.
Access must be requested and is available only to assist users in
porting their code

to a supported compiler.

All other compilers will be removed. Compilers on the two
"restricted" lists will be
removed at the next major upgrade to the operating system, in about a

year.
